daiyj but llie mechanics worked all night, 
ami at 11 a. 111. wo started dovvu iheTiur 
bor. in company with the gunbouti 
Swuiein ami t urritiick. We wonl almig 
very nicely, and when ve arrived at (!ov 
ernor's island the steamer Suih Low camo 
ulongsiiie and took her in low. \Ve wtsiil 
out past the narrows with a light winil 
from the west and very- smooth water. 
The wiatl ^r eontiuueil the same all 
Thursday ii.ght, 1 turned out at (i o'clock 
Kriday morning, and from licit time until 
.Moihlay at 7 p. 111. 1 lliiiik 1 lived leii 
giioil veais. .Aliuul noon the wind fresh 
eiied and the si.'ii was (piilu rough In 
the afternoon the sea was breaking ovi;r 
our ileeks at u great rtile, and coming in 
our hawse pipe forwanl in perfect llood.s. 
( nir berth-iieck hatch leakeil in spite of 
idl wi! could do, and the water came ilowii 
under the tower like a waterfall. It 
would strike the pilot-house and go ovei 
the lower in most beautiful curves, 'I'la' 
Water came through the narrow eye holes 
in the lulothou.se with such fonii 
as to knock the helmsman (jomplelely 
around from the wheel. At -! |). m lla 
water luul gone down our smoke stacks! 
and blowers to such an extent that the 
hlowers gave out and the engine-room wa-i 
tilled with gas. 

"Theu, mother, occurred a scene I shall 
never forget. Our (Migineers behaved like 
heroes, every one of them. They fougbl 
with the gas, emluiivored to get the blow 
ers to work, until they dropped appar 
ently deail. I was lUMrly siitlocated with 
the gas, but got on deck, after evi iy one 
hild left the engine room, just in time ti 
save my.self. Three lireineii were in tht 
same condition as the engiueers. Thei 
limes lookeil rather blue. We had no feai 
as long as the engine coidd lie kept .going 
to pump out the water, but when thai 
stopped the water increased ia|)idly. 1 
imuicdialely rigged the hanil pumpun th- 
berth-deck, buf as we were obliged to lead 
the hose out over the lowers there wtis uol 
force enough in the pump to throw watei 
out. Cur only resourse now was to bail, 
and that was useless, as we had to pass 
the buckets up through the tower, which 
uuide it a very long operation. \Vluil ti. 
do now we did not know. had dont 

all in Our power, and must let things take 
Iheir own course. I'ortuuatel y the wind 
was oiV-shore, so wo hailed the lug boal 
and told them to steer directly for the 
sIku'c, in order to get in smooth water 

".\iy p. 111. we managed to gel the eu 
gines to go ami everything eompanil ively 
tiniet again. The captain bail b(;en up 
nearly all the previous night, and, as we 
ilid not like to leave the deck wilhuul one 
of us being lliere. 1 told him 1 would 
keep Ihe watch from b to 12, he take it 
Iroui 12 to ■!, and 1 would relieve him 
from -1 to y. Well, the lirst watch passed 
olV very nicely; smooth sea, clear sky. 
the moon out, ami the old Uiuk going 
along live and six knots very nicely. .•\11 
I had to do was to keep awaki; and lliink 
over the narrow escape we had had in the 
allernoon. At I'J o'clock things looked 
so favi.rab'e that I told the captain he 
need not turn out; I would lie thiwii with 
my clothes on. and if anything ha|ipenet| 
1 would turu out and attend to it He 
said 'Very well,' and 1 went to my room 
and hoped to get a little uap. 

"1 had scarcely got to my bunk when I 
was startled by the most infernal noise I 
had ever heard. The Meiriumc's tiring 
last Sunday was music to iu We were 

i'ust passing a shoal, and the sea suddenly 
iccaiue rough and right ahead. It eanio 
up with tremendous force through our 
anchor-well and forced the air through 
our hawse-pipe where the chain comes, 
and then Ihe water would rusli lb rough 
in a perfect streanii clear l0'"our berth 
deck, over the wardroom table. The 
noise resembled the death groans of 
twenty men, and was the most dismal, 
awful sound 1 have ever heard. Uf course 
the captain and myself were on our feet 
in a moment, and endeavored lo stoi) the 
hawse pipe. A\'e succeeded Jiarlially; biit 
now the water began to come down our 
blowers again, and we feared the sainu 
aieidenl that hai)|ieiied in the afternoon. 
^Ve trietl lo hail the tugboat, but the wind 
being tlead ahead they could not hear us. 
anil we had no way of signaling Ihein, 
as the steam- whistle w'hich father had 
reconimeiided hiid not been put on. 

" W e began Ibeii lo think the .Monitor 
would never si?e daylight. \V'e wateheil 
carefully every drop of water that went 
down the blowers, and sent continually to 
iisk the liremaii how they were going. 
His only answer waK 'Slowly,' but coulil 
not be kept going much longer uule.ss the 
water coukf be slopped from coming 
down. The sea was v.'iushing completely 
ov(;r our decks, and it was daugerous for 
a man lo go on them, so we could do noth- 
ing to the blowers. In Ihe midst of all 
Ibis (uir wheel ropes jumped oU' the steer 
ing-wheel. owing to Ihe pitching of the 
ship, and became jammed. She now be- 
gan to sheer about at au dwful rate, and 
we thought our hawser would certainly 
part 1' ortuuately It was new, and held 
on well. In the course of half an hour 
we freed our wheel-ropes, and now tlic 
blowers were the only dittlculty. 

•'About ;5 o'clock Saturday a. ni. the sea 
became a little smoother, though still 
rough, and .going down our blowers some- 
what. The never failing answer eaiiie 
from the engine-room, 'Blowers ,g"itjg 
slmvly, b|il ca(i'l holfl oiiL pnich longer.' 
Prom 1 a. in. till I'lavlight wfis llie loiiy- 
csi hour and i> half J ever spent. I cm- 
laiiily ihopghl did Sol h(id stopped ii» 
( liinn. .\t last, iiowever, we i:ould 
Uiake. the lug boal uiiclersland lo go nearer 
in shore to get in siuoota water, which 
we did about 8 a. m. Things again were 
a little ipiict, but everylliiiig wet and un- 
comfortable. The decks and air-porta 
leaked, and the water still came down the 
hatches and under the tower. 1 was busy 
all ilay making out my stulion bills and 
atteuaing to diiTerent ihiiigs wliich con- 
stantly required my attention. "

ANOTHER FALSE GREEK SCREED. 



Our eatcoined evening contemporary of 
tho Times is putting its False Creole foot 
forward again and a very ugly-lookiiij,' 
podal oxtrouiity it ia, too. Quoting from 
Snndford Kloiniiig'a latest book it procouda 
to arguo in favor of the eatabliahmunt of 
tho naval dockyard at Burrard Inlot. It 
quotes, also, from Col. Laurie in the same 
direction and garbles Oapt. Colouib'a 
opinion to make it appear that ho too 
favors Biirr.ird Tnlot, when, aa a matter 
of fact, ho always pointed out tho atra- 
tecio importance of Ea()uiiualt, ignoring 
Burrard Inlet entirely as a practical point 
of defence. It would doubtless advance 
the interests of tho Times if an order were 
to arrive from London instructing the 
naval staff at Eacjuimalt to ranjovo to Bur- 
rard Inlet. Our contoniiMirary'a laudation 
of Mr. Fleniitiy's oijinioii does not exieiul 
far enough to .show its value. It ought to 
go back to 1872 w hen Mr. Fleming select- 
ed Yellowhead I'ass for the C. I'. Rail- 
way. This eelt'ction was afterwarda 
flung aside by the company and Kicking 
Horse Pass chosen. Then Mr. Fleming 
mudo a second trau.s-continontal trip 
through' Kicking linr.so a id Rogers passes 
emerging at Port Moody whieli was tluiu 
tho supposed terniiuua of tho rail- 
way. In tho book fruui which the 
Times ((uotca Mr. Fleming lauds Port 
IMoody, iin the teiiniiius, to the skies. And 
what did his laudation etfoct ? Did it 
cause the wandoriug and erratic weaterii 
end of thu railway to remain at I'ort 
Moody / Not at all; for is it not now a 
settled fact that the railway is to be car- 
ried on to Coal Harbor and lingliah Bay / 
Ool. Laurie's evidence, being that of an 
army oilicer, is not entitled to the sliglit- 
eat weight against the judgment of about 
fifty competent and experienced naval of- 
ficers, who have all reported in favor of 
Esquimau. Will another dockyard bo 
built at- Burrard Inlet ( queriea theTimea. 
Will the aky fall so that we'may all catch 
larks i There is one point where wo 
agree witli the Times. The dockyard 
should bo as near as possible (strategetic- 
ally) to tho termniua. Therefore it will 
remain at Binraid Inlet; for with the is- I 
laud in the hands of an enemy we shud- 
der to think of what would become of the 
"city of inagiiificeiit distances" on the 
shores of Burrard Inlet :U\d Kngliah Bay. 
Of course, there will be no aeeond doeii- 
yard built, and those piniplo wiio may be 
kulding on to choice Inlet sites in the 
hope of selling them to the Imperial gov- 
ernment had better let them slide. If 
any one should doubt tho wisdom of thia 
advice, let him visit the dockyard at Es- 
quimau and see for liiiii.-ielf the improve- 
ments which have lately been completed, 
and which are now in progress there. 
The naval establishment has come to stay, 
and soon the battery of Canadian regulars 
will arrive to be stationed iu barracks to 
be built bt McCauley's point.

Tho petition 
contains 500,000 signatures and ia one 
mile and a half long. It woa borne in a 
special carriage. The procession was very 
large and halted on tho Thames einbaiik- 
moiit whence a deputation proceeded to 
tho house of conimona to present tho 
monster prayer. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, secretary of 
state for India, Earl Iddealiiih, (8ir Staf- 
ford Northcote) first lord of the treasury, 
both remained away from the bainiuot to 
the ministers last night. Their absence 
has caused much comment added to tho 
oenjallon produced by Lorilivandolph's de- 
cision at the last moment not to attend a 
great tory meeting yesterday in Liverpool, 
where ho waa to be tho principal speaker. 
In conaequenco of Lord Randolph's 
refusal to attend the Liverpool meeting 
waa postponed. Uo has agreed to go to 
Liverpool in a munth from now and ad- 
dress a meeting of conservatives there on 
hia own account. The ezoitei^ent iu Liv- 
erpool over last night's occurrence is very 
great. To day delegates from all sccticuis 
of tho conservative \)arty In England have 
bean aroused by the incident and have 
united in emi)owering the tory members 
for Liverpool to proceed to London in the 
name of party to interview Lord Raii- 
doljih and other conservative leaders and 
arrange to secure an address in Liverpool 
from the Indian secretary upon his own 
terms and at his own convenience.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Cliangres in the Timber Kcgu- 
lations Applyint; to the 
Railway Belt. 

Ilonicstcad Duties also Altered. 
l>Ie of tlio I'ac.ilic I'ruYince.

Ottawa, July 21. — The efficient repre - 
sentatives from British Columbia in tho 

house of commons and the senate leave 
(piito happy over tho results of tho session, 
'iliey have been able to secure from the 
government, in tho first place, an act 
restricting Chinese immigration, in which 
tho only fault they can find ia (hat the 
time given before tho act comes into 
operation is longer than they wished, iind 
longer than that fixed by tho United 
States coiiKroas when that body dealt with 
the same quoation. Tho British Columbia 
repreaontativea can go homo and show that 
the parliament of Canada has evinced a 
disposition to deal generously with British 
Columbia, as well aa with Prince Edward 
lalund, in the electoral franchise, even at 
the risk of destroying that uniformity 
which waa one of the chief reusnn.'t for 
the introduction of the Kraiieliise bill. It 
waa bettor lo destroy uniformity in the 
ayatem than to have a retrograde move- 
ment in these two provinces. They had 
practically manhood autfrago when they 
entered confederation, and by being ex- 
empted under the bill from the system of 
franchise therein adopted for the other 
provinces, both these outlying provincea 
will have an increased faith in the dis- 
position of tho present federal govern- 
ment to do tliiini every justice.

There is still another point upon which 
the representatives of British Columbia 
uiay congratulate the people of the Pa- 
cific province. It will be remembered 
that some time since a aeries of public 
meetings was held on the mainland to 
condemn the policy of tho department of 
the interior in regard to timber limits in 
tho forty -mile railway best conveyed by 
tho province to tho Dominion as its con- 
tribution towards the construction of our 
great national enterprise. It will bo re- 
membered that the regulations of April 
20, 1885, provided that all timber limits 
in the belt east of the 1S0° uf longitude 
should bo subject to thu regulations of 
the Uomiriion Lands Act of I88.'{, wliilo 
all timb(n' liniita west of that degree of 
loiiiiitude ahould bo subject to special 
regulations, the chief of which woro that 
the annual license fee should be ^oQ; that 
the toll payable to the government on tho 
timber cut ahould be 7{Vc. fur each thou- 
sand feet nf board measurement; aiul that 
tho atumpage charge should bo IJOo. for 
each tree felled. It waa represented by 
the loggers that these charges were higher 
than those required by the provincial au- 
thorities for the timber under their con- 
trol, that the great lumber mills ou tho 
Eraser river in its lower reaches would 
find it dillicult to compete with mill- 
owners in I'uget Sound and with mill- 
owners in those other parts of British 
Columbia whose forests were subject to 
the smaller phar^es of the provincial gov- 
ernment. 

CilANLJiS IN TUB {lB(;(7f..4.Tiq^8. 

The department, with a desire to meet 
the views of the logi^ors and mill-uwners 
of tho section of British Columbia chiefly 
atl'ected injuriously by the regulations of 
April, 1885, haa decided to exempt tliat 
portion of tho mainK.nd of wjjich New 
Weatmiiiater ia the centre from the ojjer- 
ation of these regulationa. In oflicial 
language, "Clause 39 of the regulations 
of April 20 ia rescinded, and in lion tliaro- 
of a clauau is aubstituted providing that 
the provisions of the act uf the Icgialnture 
of British Columbia, chap. 32, Acta of 
1884, entitled an act relating In the cut- 
ting of timber upon provincial lanls, and 
for tho purpose of deriving a rovoiuio 
therefrom, shall govern the mode of dis- 
posal and tho rents, royalties, duos, and 
charges upon the timber lands in the rail- 
way belt in British Columbia lying south 
of 4i) degrees 34 minutes, north latitudo, 
and west of the 121st degree of west longi- 
tude." In short, tho department adopt.q 
tho provincial regulations for tho railway 
lands lying west of the 121st degree of 
longitude, and south of the aforesaid line 
of latitudo — a small strip on tho map, but 
one in which are timber lands sullicieiit to 
supply tho great mills at the mouth and 
lower waters of tho Eraser. As to all the 
(if tho iJominiiui timber the rogulii- 
tioiia of .■^pril last continue to apply both 
as to land lying east of tho 120th degree 
and as to land lying west of that degroo. 
Thia will ensure suflicient protection to 
the valuable ostato of tho Doniinion out- 
side of the limits set apart for tho use of 
the greaisaw mills on tho lower Eraser, 
while at tho same time giving tho loggers 
and others interested in tho lumber in- 
duHtry on that river an eipial chanca with 
llie same classes outside tho railway bolt 
along the deeply ■indented, forest-covered 
coasts of the mainland of the proviiieo. 
The fees prescribed by the province and 
adopted by the Dominion for the narrow 
belt lying north of the boundary line and 
west of the 12l8t degree of longitude are 
aa follows: — ■ 

Annual license, §10. 

Stumpage, 15 cents per tree. ' 

Timber dues, 20 cents per 1,000 foot, 
b. m. 

The area fur each ti|»hor liponaa is one 
thousand aorea, the timber for wlfipl) is 
four years; no person is entitled to mofe 
than one license. 

UOMBSTBAD RIOIIT.S. 

In roapcpt to homestead rights in tho 
railway belt )j» Uritigh Columbia tho regu- 
lations of the orderrin-co^ncil of April 
20th, 1885, are changed flo that the pro- 
visions as to homestead rights do not ap- 
ply to lands aettlod upon previous to July, 
188(}— an extension of • a year. The pro- 
visions by which a homestead right would 
be conferred, through tho erection of a 
habitable house, and cropping and break 
int; land, are repealed, all that ia required 
in such cases is proof of residence for not 
less than three ntontha next prior to date 
of application. 

It will thus be leen that the rapresen- 
tatives of British Columbia have secured 
boons of no ordinary value for their pro- 
vince from the Dominion government and 
parliament, and are thereby able to usaure 
their people that the Federal govoirnrncnt 
is ready and willing to meet their views 
in every possible way, and that in this 
wis'i policy it in backed up by the sup- 
porters of the government in all other 
parts of the Dominion.

The Vermont brigade visa the pet or- 
ganization of tho Army of iho Potomac, 
and Miles O'ltcilly deacrlbed them as 
honest farmers turned vagabonds— simple 
coantrymeu turned into heroea They 
stole ancient horses iind bouy cows on the 
march. They pillajjed moderately in 
other .things. They swept the iluirics and 
stripped the orchards for miles where they 
trav^ed. Thoj chased rabbits vrhcu they 
went bito camp after long marches, and

They were ill-disciplined and familiar 
with their olficers.
